As this is a person it is consider- 
ed that the word ‘‘administrator” 
is more suitable, especially as the 
word “administration” is also 
used in the principal Ordinance as 
an abstract nou, ‘This amend- 
ment is made by paragitaph (a)

Definition Extended. 

By paragraph (b) of section 2 
of this Ordinance the definition of 
the term railway is extended to 
cover railways in-process of con- 
struction and works connected 
with ‘railways authorised to be 
constructed, © : 

The powers of the administra. 
tor are. defined, collected and ex- 
tended in the riew section 32 of 
the principal Ordinance which’ is 
to be substituted by section 5 of 
this’ Ordinance. “These powers 
will include a power to make rules 
subject: to’the approval of the 
Governor in Council. This will 
enable section 29 and 34 of the 


principal Ordinance to be repealed. 


ection 29 is renealed by section 4 
of this Ordiriance, and section 34 
is repealed by section 6 of this 
Ordinance, ‘As the rules will be 
very detailed and voluminous, and 
will deal solely with railway ad-

, "The World Economic Conference 
of Geneva was initiated by a reso- 
lution of the., Assembly of the 
League of Nations in September, 
1925,” writes Mr. .R..B, Mowat im 
the “Edinburgh Review.” 

“The whole comprised’ 194 dele- 
gates and 157 experts from 60 
Member : and Non-Member States, 
including, besides’ alt the European 
Powers and Japan, the United 
States of America. Chosen, with 
few exceptions, by the governments, 
the membera of the Conference 
were, ns M. Theunis, President of 
the Conference, said, ‘responsible, 
though’ not offictal; expert, but ‘not 
academic.’ He added (this was in 
his speech at the closing meeting) : 
‘I cannot but belleve that resolu. 
tions unanimously voted: by a 
membership so widely representa- 
tive, both in qualifications. and in 
nationality, must profoundly’ influ- 
ence the future economic policy of 
the world.’ ie 

“The kernel of the work accom- 


plished by the Conference and of|- 


the conclusions which it reached Hes 


in’ the following striking ‘state-|. 


ment;— 


The Main Trouble. 


“The eight years of post-war 
experfence have demonstrated’ the 


outstanding fact that, except in the: 


actual fields of conflict, the dis. 
location caused by the war was 
immensely more serious than the 
actual destruction. The main 
trouble now is neither any material 
shortage in the resources of nature 


nor any inadequacy in man’s power |’ 
It is all in one]: 


to. ‘exploit them, 
form or another a maladjustment— 
not. an insufficient productive 
capacity, but a series of impedi- 
ments to the full utilisation of that 
capacity. The main obstacles to 
economic revival have been the 
hindrances opposed to tha free flow 
of Inbour, capital and goods.’

|FOUR SPEED GEARS, 


AUSTRALIAN DRIVERS 
CRITICISED. 


Tho suggestion fs made in the 
following article from the “Motor,” 
| signed “A.Q.R.,” that Australian 
motorists are not aa careful in 
driving ns they might be.: It is 
claimed that an alteration. “in the 
gear ratios of English cara might 
tend towards the’ greater use of 
four-speed gear boxes In Australia. 

“In almost every phase of human 
activity the swing of the pendulum 
plays an, important part,. Automo- 
bile construction and design are no 
exceptions to this rule and, al- 
though in the enthusiasm of the 
moment new models are constantly 


| being hailed as the ultimate and 


the perfection of engineering art, 
finality never ‘seems to get much 
nearer. It is not so very long ago 
that American manufacturers look- 
ed upon four-point suspension as 
the relic of a creed which ‘was 
thoroughly outworn, yet the pendu- 
lum hap started to swing again and 
the discredited method of early days 
has found an unexpected return to 
favour. 
‘4A similar reversal of opinion 
has for some time been manife-ting 
itself in the direction of the i:our- 
speed gearbox; here in this coin- 
try the pendulum is still on the for- 
ward swing towards the three- 
speed principle, which now claims 
a following equivalent to about 40 
per cent. of British. models, but in 
America it is already moving in the 
opposite direction towards a recon- 
sideration of the older principle. 
The Four-Speed Underdrive. 


“There is, for example, the design 
known.as the four-speed ‘under- 
drive, operating by direct in’ top 
and internal -drive in third gear. 
Another model has the usual three- 
spéed design but four gear changes, 
third being’ by internal gears in 
1.4 and 1 gearbox ratio. The pur- 
pose of such experimentation ia, of 
course, to provide two high gears in 
close relation, and this necessity is 
in turn dictated by the demand for 
higher speeds which is associated 
with the present trend of American 
design, - The high top-gear per- 
formance ,of ‘which . the latest 
American | multi-cylinder engines 
are capable has naturally reacted 
upon the question of ratios, reviv- 


‘ing the demand for an. additional 


gear, but differing from that of 
earlier practice in its closer rela- 
tion to top gear. 

“A recent suggeation. for.an. ideal 
gear-box for American models pro~ 
posed the ratios 4, 624, 9 and 15% 
to 1, and it can hardly be doubted 
that the advantages resulting from 
the ‘additional gear under Ameri- 
can conditions would «fully com- 
pensate for the expense.

“GERMAN "TRUST'S 
PROPOSAL. 


No scanteuines is given by the 
“Deutsche Bergwerks,Zeitung" (the 
organ of the mining. industry) or 
by thé “Frankfurter Zeitung” to the 
story circulated by a financial 
newapaper that the Dve Trust is 
to ‘flood the market with cheap 
artificlal petro] (says: the Berlin 
correspondent of the London “Daily 
Chronicle.”) 

Both papers refuse to accept ‘the 
statement that the Dye Trust has 
contracted to deliver 120,000 tons 
of artificial petro! during the cur- 
rent year, and sound reasons arc 
given for the refusal. ‘ 

The Dye Trust is a very secretive 
body. The two papers agree that 
its original plan was to put artifictal 
petrol on the market little by little, 
or one might almost eny by stealth. 

The Dye Trust's agents for the 
distributién will be ‘the German 
Grsolene Company. «, It would ap- 
pear that customers of the company 
ore not to be informed whether the 
oil supplied {a natura) or. artificial, 
and the ‘first operation will be to 
test the market. 

It was, of course, clear that when 
the representatives of the Rocke- 
feller interests some months ago 
came'to an agreement with the Dye 
Trust, the terms of which have not 
been revealed, they convinced them- 
selves that the experiment of mak- 
Ing artificial petrol on a large scale 
had shown that it could be done 
at an economic price.

A great deal of interest was mani- 
feat recently in the proposal to 
organise a stock motor cycle trial 
in Victoria, with the object. of em- 
phasising .to, the public that the 
Average motor cycle of to-day is 
capable of covering “give and take” 
roads under the average conditions. 
in a satisfactory manner. . The sit 
days’ stock motor cycle trial is 
organised by the A.C.U.,'and the 
conditions are very strict, particu- 
larly in regard. to the machines: 
which are ‘entered; these are 
actually . selected by the officials 
of the A.C.U. from either the fac- 
tory or the agent's premises, and 
the competitors are given an hour 
in which to make adjustments on 
the day prior to the trial. Adjust- 
ments are. made under official ob- 
servation, 

The trial consists of a series of 
tests, including many hill climbs,” 
brake tests, tests for acceleration 
and rigid mechanical examinations 
at the completion. Practically 
every British manufacturer enters 
machines, This year there were 62 
starters (representing 20 different 
factories), 55 of whom completed 
the course, 36 of these obtained 
clean sheets, and 62 received gold 
medals. Eighteen teams entered, 
four of whom received clean sheets, 
and 11 received soma award, | Only 
four competitors did not receive an 
award, apart from six, who re- 


were entered, and were ridden by 
C, W. Hough, G. E. Rowley and 
F. W. Giles. Each of these riders 
obtained a clean sheet and a gold 
medal, 

An'event of this: kind would no 


doubt’ create a lot of interest in |: 


any State in Australia, and it is to 
be hoped that a properly organised 
event will be promoted by the motor 
cycle clubs or controlling bodies in 
one or more of the States.

1}: A dlaim that the lost tomb of 
Genghiz Kin, the great Mongolian 
conqueror, has been found, ts made 
by. Professor Kozlov,

onthe tomb is in the Gobi desert, 


near the ruins of the dead city of 


the Russian 


Khara Khoto, and had been a 
mystéry to-European archmologists 
for 700 years, The remains, ina 
silver coffin, rast on seventy-eight 
crowns of princes and chieftains 
whom he conquered. The wonders 
of the tomb vie In magnificencawith 
those of the tomb of Tutankhamen. 
Seven ‘priests guard the © secret 
pla nd every seven hours one 
strikes seven times on a great jade 
bell, a ritual which has continued 
for 700. years. Jewel-studded wea- 
pons ot Genghiz Khan, a_ life-size 
lion, horse and. tiger in pink. jade, 
and & copy of the Bible written by 
an English monk, are in the tomb.. 

Profenaor Kozlov, in his report 
on the discovery, states that he:has 
spent years in miking friends with 
the Mongol ‘Jamns and finally 
Genghiz Khan’s cighteenth direct 
descendant, Alashan’ Genghiz Khan, 
toid him where the tomb was. 
Dolma; the frvourite. wife of 
Genghiz Khan, is buried 200 miles 
away, Her remains lie in.a white 
marble coffin, with the inscrip- 
tion:—"Here rests Queen Dolma, 
who prayed the gréat Genghiz 
Khan before his denth to take her 
life, that she. could prepare his 

for him. So the great Khan 
released her by placing his dagyer 
in ber breast, ‘and she died in his 
arms seven days before he passed.”

which regulated the subventlors 
for the next few years. 

After the. maximum anual 
amount of 200,337,000 re has been 
reached in 1929 the new deerce pro- 
vides for annual reductions until 
the fiscal year 1946-47, when the 
total annual amount of 52,000,000 
lire will. have been reached. By 
that time the total-sum. paid out in 
subventions will have reached no 
leas than 3,856, 214,500 lire (rough- 
ly £40,000,000 at the ‘present rate of 
exchange), of which about two- 
thirds will have been pald to 
what are classified as, “Indis- 
penanble lines,” that is to say,
